deepest significance, Here was a gathering of medical gradu- 
ates from all parts of the world; here there had assembled an 
immonsc crowd of distinguished ami representative Canadian 
citizens al! t,i render homage to a ere.it institution of learn- 
ing about t.. set forth mi a new stage of its development, 
The Faculty of Medicine has many claims to priority m the 
University, It is the oldest faculty and ran point tu the 
greatest number of famous grnduntDs. What is of greater im- 
portance, McGill has been known abroad for the past half 
century chiefly because nf her course in Medicine, Sir Wil- 
liam Osier, a McGill man through and through, is an example 
to day of what Medical graduates have been doing every- 
where. But recent progress in Medicine bus not kept pace with 
progress m Applied Science, or Arts. The past ten years 
were none too bright for McGHl's Medical faculty. Then sud- 
denly the gloom was dispelled and our most venerable facul- 
ty enme into its own.

Again, chiefly through the munificence of Lord Strath- 
conn, McGill was enabled to construct a Medical building 
which in equipment; and beauty rivals anything of the kind 
on the continent. The opening of this blli'.ding was certain- 
ly a great occasion. Earl Grey, who had followed the pro- 
gress of McGill during the last eiuht years made a notable 
speech. He referred to McGill's education achievements in 
the past and forecasted the future in the mod glowing 
terms. The cosmopolitanism of McGill and its correspond, 
ing importance as an imperializlng agent were what chiefly 
impressed his Excellency. He saw in this event the dawn of 
a new era— the birth of new hopes and the realization of new 
possibilities. Nothing could have been happier than Earl 
Grey's tribute. He symbolized the fact that Mcliill is not 
strictly local, provincial, or even national in its Influence 
and BCope; but has a very real bearing on the problems of 
"imperializing the Empire."

AftCI a long and successful term Karl 
Grey is about to leave our shores. It is fitting then that 
we should take this occasion nf paying a special tribute to 
one who has proved such a faithful friend to the University 
and all its departments. We are so bold as to express the 
hope that hi> will some day revisit Canada and revive associa- 
tions familiarized by his long stay, We feel that we are ex- 
pressing the opinion of McGill University-governors, profes- 
soriate, and undergraduates— when we wish Canada's depart- 
ing governor increasing success and greater fame in the many 
years of active life which we confidently hope he will enjoy 
May he he able to contribute still more effectively to that 
great object which is always supreme in his thoughts— a 
stronger and more tangible bond of union within the British 
Km pi re!
